Washington, April 12.—Admission by 
Germany that her submarines récent-

Moc PLANT 
FOUGHT BY HARDWICK 


Washington, April 12.—Favorable ac- 
‘tion by the senate on the proposal to 
construct a huge hydro-electric air 
nitrogen plant for the manufacture of 
powder in war times and fertilizer in 
peace was forecast today when a mo- 
tion by Senator Hardwick to strike 
out the fertilizer feature, of the pend- 
ing amendment to the army bill was 
defeated, 47 to 24. 

The amendment, introduced by Sena- 
tor Smith, 6f South Carolina, was un- 
der discussion all day. It provides 
for a plant with an ultimate cost of 
$15,000,000, the surplus nitric acid over 
what may be needed for powder to go 
into fertilizer to be sold directly to 
the farmers. F 

Senator Hardwick declared the plan 
socialistic and repugnant to the frit 
of democracy. Senator Sutherland 
questioned the constitutionality of the 
fertilizer proposal, although he said 
there could be no question’ as to the 
government’s poy er to manufacture 
chemicals for it® own military needs. 


Hardwick Motion Defeated. 


Senator Hardwick’s motion was de- 
feated by the votes of thirty-eight 
democrats and nine republicans, the 
latter being Senators Clapp, Cummins, 
Gronnma, Kenyon, La Follette, McCum- 
ber, Norris, Poindexter and Sherman. 
The democrats who voted for it were 
Senators Hardwick, Overman, Pome- 
rene, Smith of Georgia and Stone. 

With the Hardwick proposal out of 
the way, Senator Underwood proposed 
to add a paragraph to the Smith 
amendment authorizing the secretary 
of war to purchase or lease rights to 
the most suitable process for the pro- 
duction of air nitrogen and also to 
lease the proposed plant, should he so 
desire, for private manufacture of fer- 
tilizer in peace times. 

Senator Hardwick again assailed the 
plan, asserting that while the Smith 
amendment was bad enough, the Un- 
derwood proposal was worse. 

Mr. Hardwick's position was consist- 
ent with his attitude in opposition 
to the ship purchase bill in the 4ast 
session. He asserted that he was op- 
posed to all class legislation, even 
special favors to the farming ‘interests 
of the country. 


No Special Privileges. 

“The farmers of my state do not, I 
think, require it,” continued Mr. Hard- 
wick, “and even if they did, they 
would not, get it at my hands. I be- 
lieve they are too fair-minded to ask 
me to vote special privileges to them. 
All they want is an equal chance with 
everybody else.“ 

Turning to Senator Underwood, he 
said that if a government plant should 
be established over his protest he hoped 
it would be at Mussel Shoals, in Ala- 
bama, which, h@ said, was one of the 
greatest water powers in the country. 

Senator Hardwick engaged in a sharp 
colloquy ‘with Senator Martine, who 
charged that the Standard Oil com- 
pany controlled the fertilizer factories. 
Senator Hardwick expressed doubt, but 
said even if true the denartment of 
er held the remedy for this situa- 
tion.

Senator Walsh discussed Senator Un- 
derwood’s original amendment to the 
army ‘bill proposing an investigation 
by the war department of the whole 
question of air nitrogen manufacture, 
and said its terms were such as to 
prevent the selection of any site but 
the Mussel Shoals project in Alabama: 
He gave figures as to available sites 
in Montana and Idaho. 

Disclaimed By Underwood. 

Senator Underwood disclaimed any 
such intention and called attention to 
the fact that he had abandoned his own 
amendment in favor of the Smith plan, 
which he was merely seeking to per- 
fect. Senator Underwood said the pro- 
cesses of air nitrogen manufacture 
were patented and in time of war the 
government coul cure them only by 

urchase or leasé. He admitted that 
t was his purpose to limit the peace 
time product of the plant to fertilizer 
production as the agricultural industry 
stood in need of this aid, and defended 
the .proposal as a common-sense pre- 
paredness measure. 

The Underwood amendment was still 
pending when the senate recessed until 
tomorrow. The army bill will take up 
the senate’s entire time now until a 
final vote is reached on April 18.

The third assault broke down 
completely before our entanglements as 
the result of mathine gun fire.

“In the aerial engagements a French 
aeroplane was shot down near Ornes, 
in the Woevre. The pilot was killed.

BRITISH DEFEAT 2, 
CLAIMED BY TURKS. 


Berlin, April 12.—(By Wireless.) —4 
British Mesopotamia force, composed 
of troops transferred from the Darda- 
nelles, were repulsed by Turkish troops 
in a sanguinary battie lasting six 
hours near Felahie on April 9, accord- 
ing to a Turkish headquarters report 
dated April 11. The statement adds 
that more than 3,000 dead British were 
counted after the battle. 

The Turkish statement follows: 

-“Trak front: The British again were 
bloodily defeated near Felahie. On 
April 9, after one hour and a half of 
heavy-artiHery preparation, the enemy 
attacked with all his forces our posi- 
tions near Falahie. The battle lasted 
six hours. 

“The enemy at the beginning of the 
engagement succeeded in entering par- 
tially our trenches, but the Turkish 
troops killed with the bayonet those 
who reached the trenches. The re- 
maining enemy troops were driven 
back to their trenches. 

“In the Turkish trenches and before 
them more than 3,000 dead enemy were 
counted. . 

“Of the enemy troops the British 
Thirteenth division, composed exclu- 
sively of troops which had fought at 
the Dardanelles, suffered mostly.”

ARSENIC Is A POISON, 
SAYS DR. H. C. WHITE 


The experiments conducted last week. 
by Dr. W. Jay Bell, upon dogs in Ful- 
ton Tower, for the purpose of demon- 
strating that, contrary to popular be- 
lief, arsenic is not a poison, have been 
ehallenged by Dr. H. C. White, profes- 
sor of chemistry at the University of 
Georgia, who has written a letter to 
the state prison commission, statin 
that while arsenic may be administere 
to dogs—and sometimes even to men 
—in gradually increasing doses with- 
out apparent ill effects during the ad- 
ministering of the doses,- arsenic is 
nevertheless a virulent poison and com- 
paratively small doses may at times be 
accompanied by fatal results to hu- 
mans.

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COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


Declaring that compulsory education in 
Georgia should be no half-way meagure, Thé 
Augusta Chronicle announces its out-and-out 
opposition to the proposal to make it a 
matter of county option to be decided by 
vote of the grand jury, or in any other way. 
Compulsory education, which, as The Chron- 
icle declares, is no experiment, should be 
instituted in Georgia, if instituted at all, as 
a state-wide proposition and one operated 
alike in every county in the state in the 
very beginning. Here is the way The Chron- 
icle views it: 


The Chronicle, for one, is flatly op- 
posed to the county option plan of com- 
pulsory education, and would much pre- 
fer to wait, if necessary, until the entire 
program can be instituted in Georgia as 
a whole. For, obviously, any other plan 
would be merely piece-mealing a proposi- 
tion which, if it be of any valve at all, 
has its greatest value as applied to the 
entire state, 

The state of Georgia is rich enough 
to provide ample educational facilities 
for evéry minor within her borders, not 
only for the present generation, but for 
all ee a to come, and she would, 
undoubtedly, find it the best investment 
she could possibly make; for, as it is, 
ignorance and illiteracy are costing her 
annually, and from generation to gener- 
ation, far more than compulsory educa- 
tion could ever cost. e ' 


The position taken by The Chronicle 
should not only apply to compulsory educa- 
tion, but also to local school taxation 
throughout Georgia. One reason why Geor- 
gia is no further advanced in educational 
matters is that her system of local school 
taxation is optional. In fact, it is not spe- 


~ cifically optional, since it requires a two- 


thirds vote of the people of any county to 
make it of force. It is as difficult to get a 
county to adopt local taxation, if not more 
difficult, than to have it pass a bond issue 
for public improvements. 


The fact, several times commented upon 


by The Constitution, that Georgia contrib- 
utes from her state treasury more money 
to common schools in proportion to the 
amount raised by local taxation than any 
other state in the union, with the exception 
of Alabama, means that Georgia counties in 
the aggregate contribute less to education 
in the shape of local taxation. 

If we are going to have compulsory edu- 
cation which shall be inclusive of every 
county and community in Georgia, local

GASOLINE. 


The Springfield Republican in comment- 
ing upon Secretary Lane’s recent report to 
the United States senate, relative to the 
extraordinary increase in the price of gaso- 
line, professes to see impelling economic 
reasons for the advance in the more exten- 
sive use of the product and the apparent 
limitation of the supply of crude oil from 
which it is derived. In its conclusion which 
follows, The Republican holds out little hope 
‘to the average automobilist who has been 
sticking somewhat closely to the garage, 
and burning as little fuel as possible: 


Uniess new oil fields are discovered, 
or new processes of refining are patent- 
ed, or improvements in the engines of 
motor cars are made, the only remedy 
for the high price of gasoline in the 
future will be diminished consumption. 
The use of I cars may be re- 
stricted. While it would be regrettable 

to have the automobile industry handi- 
-eapped for any reason, there must be a 
limit somewhere to the popular extrav- 
agance which in recent years has been 
manifested in the use of automobiles; and 
it may be that the limit will be finally 
fixed by the country’s productive dapacity 
in the necessary fuel. 


But before we stop “joy riding” alto- 
gether, the capacity of human ingenuity’ 
will have been tested to the utmost. As it 
has solved other problems, doubtless it will 
find a remedy for gasoline extortion, 
whether it be, as claimed, the result of an 
economic situation, or the seizure of oppor- 
tunity further to enrich the producing trust. 

Already there is being organized in New 
York what is called the United Motor Fuel 
corporation, a concern which proposes to 
demonstrate that petroleum products, par- 
ticularly gasoline, can be produced at less 
than the present prices without sacrifice of 
legitimate profit. Where lawmakers have 
failed, whether from inability or lack of in- 
clination, it may take the ingenuity of one 
corporation to defeat the extortionate aims 
of another. 

The consumer has about lost faith in the 
efficacy of congress’ or other government 
agencies in affording the protection to which 
he feels entitled. They have talked and 
talked but done nothing. 

It is at least encouraging to know that 
somebody is on the job, and even though it 
come from a corporation, the relief, if relief 
is brought about, will be more than wel- 
come.

STARTLING CASUALTY LIST. 


The American Museum of Safety pre- 
sents some startling figures as to casualties 
in the industries of the United States; sta- 
tistics of workmen killed annually at peace 
ful occupations reach the amazing total of 
35,000, while 1,590,900 are crippled or other- 
wise injured. Of the number killed Presi- 
dent Williams, of the American Museum of 
Safety, says it is as if an entire army 4i- 
vision had been swept away: 


n two years it would more than 
equal all of the union soldiers killed in 
battle during the civil war. The num- 
ber of workmen injured annually, nearly 
1,600,000, is still more appalling, for this 
number of cripples, if left whole and 
sound, would constitute a force sufficient 
to render the United States free from 
invasion by any nation in the world.” 


It is evident from these casualties among 
the toilers of great and small industriés that 
“Safety First” is merely a motto and what 
it preaches is not put in practice—at least 
to any great extent in the safeguarding of 
the lives of industrial workers. There are 
many safety devices for the protection of 
life and limb, but something has been left 
undone, or overlooked. That is what the 
j alarming statistics tell. Undoubtedly care- 
| lessness is a factor in the death rate in the 
injuries sustained by so many. 

It ig enough to put the “Safety First” 
people to thinking. Good workmen are lost 
to the industries of the country—and fam- 
ilies are left unprovided for by what may 
really be preventable accidents. : 

There is need of “safety first” prepared- 
ness, in fact, as well as name, to eliminate 
or at least greatly reduce such casualty 
records. More efficiency on the line of 
safety to employer and employed will do 
much towards the protection of life and the 
business interests of the country.

The news of the passing in New York city 
yesterday of Mrs. John Alton Harris has 
brought grief and sorrow to her relatives and 
countless friends throughout Georgia. She 
is survived by her husband, Dr. John Alton 
Harris, formerly of London, now of New 
York; by her brother, Walter Douglas La- 
mar, of Macon; by two sisters, Mrs. Charles 
Lincoln Gately of Atlanta, Mrs. Wyolene 
Shorter Davis of Eufaula, Ala. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lamar, of Macon, have been 
the guests of Dr. and Mrs. Harris for some 
days, having been called there by the se- 
rious iliness of their sister. The funeral 
will take place in New York city Friday 
morning. 

.Mrs. Harris was Miss Valeria Lamar, 
eldest daughter of the late Henry J. La- 
mar, of Macon, a pioneer citizen of distin- 
guished family, and founder of the Lamar 
Drug company. She was first married to 
Edward McLaren, a prominent young Geor- 
gian, who died several years after their 
marriage. Subsequently, while traveling in 
Europe with her nephew, Lamar Washing- 
ton, she met Dr. Harris, then surgeon in 
the British army, and they were married in 
London. Dr. Harris retired from the army 
after gallant service in the Boer war, but 
he has since been in the service of his coun- 
try, as a resident of New York city. Their
